Halted Statea uavy will soon lx» 
sfcrengthctl by tho addition of another 
powerful war voasel. On Tuesday next 
the baHlesliip Massachusetts will sail 
frees Cramps ship yard on her builders 
trial trip. As the trial is for tho pri- 
vate Information of the ( ramp company 
no guests will be aboard, nor will the 
fjavernment be offiriully ivprusriitotl on 
the trip by any navy officers. 

The trip will consume about four 
dajrs, but the beat part of tliislime will 
be taken np in the descending to the 
Capes and ascending the Delaware riv- 
er to the shipyards. If the trial is sat- 
isfactory the official trial of the vessel 
oCthe Massachusetts coast will take 
piaoe in about six weeks. 

The Massachusetts whs launched over 
two years ago, and but for the delay iu 
the completion of the armor and ^uiis, 
would have been in commission lon;r 
ago. The vessel is now practically rin- 
ilted and if necessary could go into 
commission in a few weeks. 

Tho delay for several months put 
haabeen due to tho non-arrival of two 
of tho four big IS inch rifles which 
form the Massachusetts battery. Two 
of these guns are In place in their tur- 
rets, and one ia now on its way here 
from tho government proving grounds 
aMndlan Head, and tho fourth will he 
•Jripped from llethlehsm in a day or 
laro. With the mounting of these guns 
the ahip will bo practically completed. 

The Massachusetts ia a sister ship of 
the Indiana. The hip cruiser Brooklyn, 
which was launched last fall, is r«j»iil l> 
approaching completion and will be 
ftnbrhed about the middle of uext July. 
The aea-goiu£ ship Iowa will be 
launched about the end of this month, 
aad it is not unlikely thai President 
aiovehmd and some of his cabinet will 
ho present upon the occasion. When 
tho Iowa is launched she will DC pushed 
as rapidly n* possible, and the Crumps 
expect to have her in readiness for her 
trial trip before the end of the year. 
With the launch of the Iowa tha last 
big government vessel on the stocks atj 
Cramps, will have been Soatod.
